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City Supports State Legislation 
On Mansions, Police Bonuses 


At the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil meeting on February 13, 
council looked with favor at 
three bills before the state legis- 
lature this term — one concern- 
ing building regulations to con- 
trol the size of new housing in 
existing neighborhoods, one 
concerning bonuses for police 
officers and a third permitting 
municipalities to purchase and 
operate street lights. 

House Bill PG/MC 106 would 
add structural dimensions and lot 
coverage to the features for 
which a municipality in Mont- 
gomery County may adopt 
stricter building regulations than 
those of the county itself. An 
amendment to the bill in process 
would expand its application as 
well to Prince George’s County. 

According to city staff, the 
Prince George’s County Munici- 
pal Association considers this 
bill an attempt to control the 
building of mansions in existing 
single-family neighborhoods. 
The association supports the bill 
with the proposed amendment.

Police Bonuses 

Council considered a bill that 
would establish a special fund 
for sign-on and retention bo- 
nuses for county police officers. 
The bill would increase by one 
percent the Homestead Property 
Tax Cap to raise money for the 
special fund. 

Delegate Justin Ross intro- 
duced the bill and then pro- 
posed amendments that would 
share 50 percent of the revenue 
generated within a municipality 
with that municipality if it has 
its own police department. Half 
the money in the special fund 
would be used for sign-on bo- 
nuses and half for retention. 
Municipalities would control 
how shared funds could be used 
within their departments. 

Assistant City Manager David 
Moran expressed concern about 
the bill’s chances for success. 
Achieving equity in pay within 
a police department would be 
difficult, he said, in that newer 
hires would receive bonuses not 
available to seasoned officers. 


The bill mandates a county tax 
increase, which may also make 
passage difficult, he said. Still, 
staff recommended council sup- 
port for the bill and its amend- 
ments. 

Street Lights 

The Town of Kensington has 
requested Greenbelt’s support for 
Senate Bill 296 that would per- 
mit municipalities to purchase 
and operate street lights from the 
local electric company. Kensing- 
ton officials believe its passage 
would save money for municipali- 
ties. 

Moran said city staff had not 
yet researched the fiscal effect of 
this bill on Greenbelt but infor- 
mation supplied by Kensington 
Councilmember Al Carr declared 
that the town of Lexington, 
Mass., expects operation of its 
street light system to be less 
than $300,000 annually, a sav- 
ings of more than $200,000 com- 
pared to what it had paid the lo- 
cal utility.

George Mathews and Glen Ivey 
Discuss Police Work with Dems 


Crime was the topic of pre- 
sentation by this year’s “Sweet- 
hearts” to the Greenbelt Demo- 
cratic Club. Each February the 
club selects a career city em- 
ployee and a Democratic elected 
official as Sweethearts, giving 
each selectee an opportunity to 
talk about his or her work. This 
year Master Police Officer 
George Mathews and Prince 
George’s County State’s Attorney 
Glen Ivey were chosen. They 
spoke at the club’s February 17 
meeting. 

President Pat Unger intro- 
duced Mathews, a nearly 20-year 
member of the Greenbelt Police 
Department. He is now serving 
as its Crime Prevention Officer 
and Community Relations Of- 
ficer.

might be invited 
in order to help 
residents take 
precautions to 
protect them- 
selves against 
crime. Unger 
noted that he 
was also the per- 
son seen on tele- 
vision speaking 
for the depart- 
ment about any 
crime incident. 

Mathews said 
he felt fortunate 
to be able to talk 
to the people 
that he’s been 
working for in 
Greenbelt. He 
called Greenbelt 
a very caring 
community and 
took note of the 
city’s many citi- 
zen committees. 

Class 1 Crimes, 
the most serious, have dropped 
more than two percent in 2005 as 
compared with 2004, he told the 
group. He particularly noted the 
significant drop in stolen ve- 
hicles over the past five years: 
down from 435 in 2001 to 296 in 
2005. That trend is continuing 
with only 12 thefts reported this 
year for an annual rate of 87. 

He attributed the decline to 
luck, a change in crime activities 
and the use of anti-theft devices.

Mathews is able to make group 
purchases of steering wheel lock- 
ing devices at a greatly reduced 
price. He has been able to get a 
number of employers and com- 
munity groups to make com- 
bined purchases of more than 25 
devices and urged those inter- 
ested to contact him. 

Mathews noted the disturbing 
increase in Class | crimes against

For the second year in a row, 
members of Greenbelt Pottery, Inc.

as a fundraiser for Help-by-Phone, 
which provides funds for eight 
Prince George’s County food pan- 
tries. 

In preparation for the event, 
which will take place at the Com- 
munity Church on Saturday, 
March 11 from 4 to 7 p.m., local 
potters are creating dozens of in- 
dividual bowls in many different 
colors and shapes. Some are 
wheel-thrown, some hand-built, 
some have a decorative edge or 
design and all are glazed and 
stamped with the Empty Bowls 
logo.

Council Approves Changes 
Sought by Advisory Boards

The Policy and Information 
Guide for Recognition and Con- 
tribution Groups and associated 
application materials were 
amended on February 12 by the 
Greenbelt City Council, acting 
on the recommendation of the 
Arts Advisory Board (AAB) and 
the Park and Recreation Advi- 
sory Board (PRAB). The two 
boards had reviewed the materi- 
als and policy in anticipation of 
the budget process for Fiscal 
Year Z007. 

The changes clarify that po- 
litical and religious organiza- 
tions are not eligible for consid- 
eration as contribution or recog- 
nition groups. The guide de- 
fines political organizations as 
those with a mission that in- 
cludes the effort “to affect law or 
public policy at the local, 
county, state or federal level.” 


Religious organizations are 
defined as groups “having both 
an affiliation with a religious or- 
ganization or tradition and a 
mission which includes prosely- 
tizing activities and/or the facili- 
tation of worship practices.” 

Historically, religious or po- 
litical groups have not been 
considered as contribution or 
recognition groups; nevertheless, 
after reviewing the application 
materials and policies, AAB and 
PRAB recommended that this 
fact be explicitly stated in the 
associated written materials. 

Eligible organizations may 
petition the city for support dur- 
ing each budget cycle. That 
support can be financial or in the 
form of access to city venues 
and services. While discussing

the recommended _ changes, 
Mayor Judith Davis said that 
political or religious activity 
may not be central to an ap- 
proved organization’s mission, 
yet approved groups may occa- 
sionally engage in activities of a 
political or religious nature. 

The revised materials indicate 
that approved groups would not 
be eligible for city funding or 
for free use of city facilities for 
even occasional political or reli- 
gious activities. City facilities 
may be rented for such use. 

The information guide now 
contains language expecting 
groups to uphold Greenbelt’s 
Community Pledge, which says: 
“The strength of Greenbelt is di- 
verse people living together in a 
spirit of cooperation. We cel- 
ebrate people of many cultures, 
faiths and races living together. 
By sharing together all are en- 
riched. We pledge to foster a 
community which is respectful, 
safe and fair for all people.” 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin explained that a re- 
quirement for groups to provide a 
financial report from a certified 
public accountant has been re- 
moved because of the expense 
involved for groups to comply. 
The revised policy gives the city 
the option to require such a re- 
port but does not mandate it from 
all groups. In addition, new ap- 
plicants for contribution/recogni- 
tion group status will now be re- 
quired to send a representative to 
meet with the advisory board that 
reviews the group’s application. 

The revised policy and appli- 
cation papers will be distributed 
to requesting groups for the FY 
2007 budget cycle.

A Review 


Doctor/Pla 


Debuts Off-Broadway 


ywright/Actor 


by Elizabeth Jordan 


James Jordan, son 
of Stuart and Eliza- 
beth Jordan of 
Lakeside Drive, 
was the author, 
producer and actor 
of a one-man, multi- 
media production 
held throughout January 
in an off-Broadway theater 
near Times Square. His 
play, “CJD,” was based on 
Cruetzfeldt-Jakob Disease, a 
neuro-degenerative condi- 
tion similar to Mad Cow 
Disease. “CJD” was part of 
NEUROfest, a festival of 
avant-garde plays relating to 
neurological disorders. 

James, a neurologist in 
his second year of residency 
at Case Western Hospital in 
Cleveland, also holds an un- 
dergraduate degree in dra- 
matic writing from New 
York University. In addition 
to entertaining his rapt audi- 
ence during the 90-minute 
performance, Jordan had 
three clear objectives: to 
pay homage to Mr. Small 
(pseudonym), one of his pa- 
tients who died of CJD; to 
ridicule the ignorance, su- 
perstition and greed that im- 
pede scientific and medical 
progress around the world; 
and to educate the audience 
about CJD and other Prion 
diseases that afflict humans 
and animals. 

Tracing these diseases 
and their treatment through 
history, Dr. Jordan graphi- 
cally described their effects, 
which include involuntary 
jerking of the muscles, an 
unsteady wobbly gait, a 
pronounced startle reflex, 
heightened apprehension 
and a growing dementia as 
the brain turns quickly into 
a malfunctioning spongy 
mass. There is no known 
treatment. Prion diseases are 
always fatal. 

Jordan chose “Perfor- 
mance Art” as the vehicle 
for his production. Perfor- 
mance Art is an individual- 
istic, often unstructured the- 
atrical genre that may em- 
ploy many means of cre- 
ative expression, including 
narration, unexpected ac- 
tions, sights, sounds and bi- 
zarre props to convey the 
author’s intent. 

Wearing a crisp white lab 
coat, Dr. Jordan was at 
times a calm, compassionate 
physician demonstrating the 





medical proce- 
dures he had per- 
formed on his pa- 
tient. At other 
times he was an 
impersonator who 
changed hats as 
he moved freneti- 
cally around a stage that 
consisted of a piano, a drum 
stand supporting a pair of 
bongo drums, a stark-white 
model of a human head that 
rose on a pole behind the pi- 
ano, a blacked human skull 
stuck on a staff surrounded 
by a primitive grass skirt, an 
Indian chief’s horned-buffalo 
headdress, an executioner’s 
mask, a magician’s top hat, 
party noisemakers, a revolver 
and various other props. 

Film from a projector was 
continually displayed on a 
screen at the back of the 
stage. Images of serious sci- 
entific studies were mixed 
with cartoons and symbols of 
pop culture familiar to every- 
one: vampires, hangmen, can- 
nibals, ads from pharmaceuti- 
cal companies, etc. Jordan’s 
performance suggested that a 
physician often experiences 
helplessness and anger when 
confronted with the tragi- 
comic human condition. 

As an image of the 
troubled Beethoven appeared 
on the screen, Jordan, a pia- 
nist, played a Beethoven 
piece on the piano. And he 
played a piece he had com- 
posed himself to illustrate 
another scene. 

But always throughout the 
performance, the doctor re- 
turned to his intense interac- 
tion with his patient. The 
two men had bonded during 
Mr. Small’s lucid period. 
They shared a love of base- 
ball and Mr. Small frequently 
expressed loyalty for his be- 
loved Cleveland Indians. 
The possibility that the 
Cleveland Indians had a 
chance to get into the World 
Series that particular year was 
their mutual topic of conver- 
sation. Near the end of the 
play, Dr. Jordan said in a soft 
voice, “But Mr. Small was 
dying. And he was a good 
man.” Then he turned to the 
audience, saying, “Let’s all 
sing one for Mr. Small.’ And 
as the lights dimmed, he be- 
gan playing the piano and 
singing a joyous rendition of 
“Take Me Out to the Ball- 
game.” 


James Jordan was born in Greenbelt and attended 
public schools here.

The Greenbelt City Council 
voted unanimously to support 
each of these three state bills. 

City Ordinances 

Council introduced two new 
ordinances that would streamline 
the city’s budget and accounting 
processes. One ordinance would 
close the Temporary Disability 
and Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Fund at the end of Fiscal 
Year 2006. If the ordinance is 
adopted, transactions now ac- 
counted for in these funds will 
be shown in the non-departmen- 
tal account of the General Fund 
beginning in Fical Year 2007. 

According to materials pre- 
pared on the subject by Moran, 
the change will streamline ac- 
counting methods without jeop- 
ardizing “the quality of the city’s 
financial records.” The change 
will have no effect on payment 
of temporary disability and un- 
employment compensation ben- 
efits provided to eligible city 
employees. 

A second ordinance intro- 
duced would simplify purchases 
of less than $1,000 by allowing 
them to be made at the depart- 
mental level instead of by writ- 
ten purchase order. Currently the 
upper threshold for departmental 
purchases is $500. Purchases 
must still be within the budget 
appropriation and approved by a 
department head. 

Both ordinances will come 
before council on February 27 
for second reading and adoption. 

Truck Repair 

Council also introduced for 
first reading a resolution for re- 
pair of the hydraulic arm on the 
city’s aerial lift truck by RMS of 
Westminster. This repair, already 
done, has extended the life of 
the truck, according to City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin. 
The resolution is necessary be- 
cause the repair, which involved 
replacement of all hydraulic 
hoses in the boom and repair of 
the emergency letdown system, 
exceeded $10,000 by $382. 

Street Repair 

While money from the city 
budget and from a Community 
Development Block Grant has 
been allocated for road work on 
Breezewood Drive and parts of 
Ridge Road, these amounts will 
not cover the full cost of the 
projects. The city depends on 
contributions as well from the 
state through Highway User 
Funds and other sources. 

However, McLaughlin ex- 
plained that state officials have 
backed off this year from the of- 
fer of such support saying the 
funds are just not available. He 
encouraged council to approve 
the award of purchase for 
$330,000 to NZI Construction 
Corporation of Beltsville for the 
work. 

If the questioned state support 
does fall through, he said, the 
city would need to scale back 
projects for 2007 to cover the 
insufficiency. Council agreed to 
this arrangement. 

Councilmember Edward V.J. 
Putens asked that staff distribute 
flyers throughout involved neigh- 
borhoods prior to the onset of 
concrete work so that home-own- 
ers could undertake their own 
contracts with NZI, if they so de- 
sire. This could enable home- 
owners to accomplish concrete 
work on their property at a re- 
duced rate, since the contractor 
would be in the area working 
anyway.

persons, up by 40 percent. He 
said residents need to be aware 
of what is around them. “If 
something doesn’t look right, 
turn around, go away and call 
the police,” he said. He noted 
that homicides did not appear to 
be on the rise, however, with an 
average of less than two a year. 

The time spent by officers pa- 
trolling on bicycle has increased 
by nine percent. 

Certification 

Mathews said that the Police 
Department is working very hard 
to become certified, something 
that has been accomplished by 
only a small number of police 
jurisdictions. The certification is 
done by the Committee on Ac- 
creditation of Law Enforcement 
Agencies (CALEA), with 438 cri- 
teria required. In May the de- 
partment will go through a pre- 
liminary three-day assessment by 
CALEA. MPO Carl Schinner is 
in charge of the certification pro- 
gram, ongoing for three years. 

Mathews announced that the 
officers of the police department 
are getting old. Within five 
years, 40 percent of the uni- 
formed personnel will be eligible 
for retirement, which will present 
a challenge to the city. A fierce 
competition exists now to recruit 
new officers among other depart- 
ments and Homeland Security as 
well. 

Mathews is one of two offic- 
ers teaching the D.A.R.E. (Drug 
Awareness and Resistance Educa- 
tion) program in elementary 
schools. He works at Springhill 
Lake. He loves working in the 
elementary schools, he said. 

He wants to reach out to as 
many kids as possible and carries 
with him little badges to pass out 
to kids. He gave out one at 
Wendy’s recently, he said, while 
getting something to eat and was 
soon surrounded by a group of 
kids wanting their own badges. 

For the culmination of the 
D.A.R.E. program, the participants 
are asked to write essays. Kids 
with the best essays were taken 
bowling at Jillians at Arundel 
Mills. Capitol Cadillac provided 
the department with two Hum- 
mers to transport them. Mathews 
was as pleased to get to drive 
one as the kids were to ride in 
them. 

Keith Chernikoff asked about 
the department’s approach to 
drug trafficking. “We have a low 
tolerance,” Mathews responded. 
The officers aggressively enforce 
the laws against illegal drug use. 
“We will lock up persons for 
possession or for having drug 
paraphernalia,” he said. The de- 
partment has an undercover nar- 
cotics officer who looks very dif- 
ferent from other officers, he said.

He works to get intelligence to 
investigate a case. 

When asked, Mathews noted 
that over half of the city’s crimes 
occur in Greenbelt West, the area 
west of Kenilworth Avenue and 
south of the Beltway including 
the Springhill Lake apartments, 
Beltway Plaza Mall and the 
Greenbelt Metro Station. He said 
the biggest problem was with 
young people committing crimes 
there. 

With the expected replacement 
of the Springhill Lake apartments 
with new mostly luxury buildings 
and the development of Greenbelt 
Station at the Metro Station, he 
expects an amazing change in the 
area, including an increase in the 
size of the department by five or 
six officers. 

In response to another ques- 
tion, Mathews said that Greenbelt 
used to be free of gangs, but 
that he couldn’t be sure of that 
now. “You don’t have to go far 
down the street [away from 
Greenbelt] to see gang activity,’ 
he said. 

Glen Ivey 

The second honoree, State’s 
Attorney Glen Ivey, picked up 
on analyzing the crime situation 
from where Mathews left off. He 
said that one of the challenges is 
that people are getting drugs and 
guns at a younger age. “It used 
to be that kids got into fist 
fights,” he said. “Now they are 
shot or killed.” 

Ivey deals with homicide cases 
resulting from simple insults. In 
one case, the killing resulted be- 
cause a person was called a 
“clown.” 

“There are too many guns, 
too many people losing their 
tempers over trivial things,” he 
said. 

Ivey announced that “If it’s il-

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legal and you’re carrying a gun, 
I ask the judge for another year 
of sentence.” He is trying to get 
gang members to stop carrying 
guns. He is really pushing the 
prevention side of dealing with 
crime, he said. “It’s better to 
stop it from happening than to 
prosecute for doing it.” 

Providing kids with positive 
role models is the key, he said. 
He told how Juan Dixon, who 
grew up in a dysfunctional family 
in Baltimore, had been able to 
become a Maryland basketball 
player because of the wonderful 
support system for good athletes. 

The same is needed for kids 
who do not have athletic skills 
and who go to schools such as 
Forest Heights, he pointed out, 
where only eight students made 
the honor roll and only two were 
boys. “We need to give the 
same level of support to kids if 
they are academically inclined as 
if they are athletically inclined. 

Unfortunately, for too many 
youths, he pointed out, the sup- 
port system they find is with 
gangs such as MS13 and Crips. 
“If you’re not an athlete and 
Latino, MS13 will come after 
you. They set the standard. 
Once you’ve been beaten for ini- 
tiation, they are there to help 
each other. There is active gang 
recruitment across the county,” 
he said. 

Not much is offered as an al- 
ternative to gangs, Ivey said. He 
is trying to get the churches in- 
volved and to offer weekday pro- 
grams for youths. 

“We accept excuses for poor 
students that we wouldn’t accept 
for those participating in athlet- 
ics. At schools, the percentage 
of kids in food programs is not 
an excuse for fielding poor sport 
teams. However, he said, it is

PGC Schools Survey Nutrition, Wellness 


Prince George’s County 
School Board member Abby 
Crowley reported that efforts are 
underway to develop a School 
Wellness Policy. 

There is a widespread recogni- 
tion that childhood obesity is 
reaching epidemic proportions and 
that building healthy eating and 
physical activity habits 1s important 
to the long-term health of the na- 
tion. The U.S. Congress enacted 
legislation last year mandating that 
all school systems develop com- 
prehensive student health and 
wellness policies to be imple- 
mented no later than the first day 
of the 2006-2007 school year. 

“The Board’s Instruction and 
Accountability Committee, which 
I chair, has taken on the leader- 
ship for this effort, in conjunction 
with the Prince George’s County 
Student Health Council, a 
multidisciplinary body made up of 
professionals and stakeholders,” 
said Crowley, a Greenbelt resident. 
“The federal government has given 
school boards guidance on what 
the policy can include but we 
need the public’s help in designing 
a policy that will best fit the needs 
of our students. 

“To this end, we are asking 
students, parents, school system 
staff and members of the commu- 
nity to take a few minutes to go 
on-line and complete a survey in- 
dicating your preferences and 
opinions regarding health educa- 
tion, foods served at school and 
physical education,’ Crowley said. 

In early spring the draft policy 
will be presented to the full board 
and posted on the website. There 


will be opportunity for public com- 
ment at a board worksession prior 
to final board approval. In addi- 
tion, the board is working with stu- 
dent and parent groups to fully en- 
gage the community in development 
of a policy that will have long-term 
impact on the health of children. 

School wellness policies include 
goals for nutrition education and 
physical activity, school-based ac- 
tivities designed to promote stu- 
dent wellness and nutrition stan- 
dards for all foods and beverages 
available on each school campus. 

The Prince George’s County 
Public School system invites par- 
ents of children in the system and 
all stakeholders to give their opin- 
ion about issues to include in a 
School Wellness Policy through a 
web survey sponsored by the 
Board of Education and the Prince 
George’s County School Health 
Council. Responses are anony- 
mous and confidential.

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FY0O7 Education Budget Set at $1.5 Billion 


A $1.5 billion operating budget 
request approved by the Prince 
George’s County Board of Educa- 
tion for Fiscal Year 2007 would 
expand pre-kindergarten, increase 
special education and provide ad- 
ditional personnel and resources 
to better prepare students for 
critical state assessment exams. 

Emphasizing the need to con- 
tinue funding programs that have 
raised student achievement over 
the last two years, the Board of 
Education submission to the 
County Executive provides a 9.3 
percent increase in funds over 
Fiscal Year 2006. The Maryland 
High School Assessment is a ma- 
jor point of emphasis as the 
school system seeks to help stu- 
dents meet new graduation re- 
quirements. For two years in a 
row Prince George’s County el- 
ementary and middle school stu- 
dents have made significant 
gains in their reading and math- 
ematics scores on the Maryland 
assessment. 

The budget development pro- 
cess included three public forums 
in October and November to re- 
ceive public input on budget 
priorities. The Board of Educa- 
tion held three public hearings 
in January and public work ses- 
sions on the budget in January 
and February. Additionally, the 
school system surveyed public 
opinion on its website. 

The County Executive will 
consider the Board’s budget re- 
quest along with other county 
services in developing his pro- 
posed FY 07 budget for Prince 
George’s County, which must be 
presented to the County Council 
by March 31. The County Coun- 
cil will hold public hearings and 
work sessions on the County 
Executive’s proposal in April 
and May before adopting a bud- 
get for the county by June 1. 
The Board of Education will 
meet in June to reconcile its FY

O07 budget request with amounts 
approved by the County Council 
and adopt a final budget by June 
30, submitting any related trans- 
fers to the County Council for 
approval in June or July. 

The FY 07 proposed budget 
includes more than $109.6 mil- 
lion in program improvements. 
Included is funding for improved 
performance on Maryland High 
School Assessments; expansion 
of pre-kindergarten and early 
childhood programs; increased 
compensation for teachers and 
staff, additional special education 
teachers and services, guidance 
counselors, fine arts, middle and 
high school teachers, elementary 
library media specialists and 
school nurses. There is also 
funding for new textbooks, library 
media books and technology re- 
fresh; increased summer, evening, 
Saturday and alternative/extended 
learning opportunities; English 
language learners’ parent liaisons 
and specialists; new schools and 
school instructional resources;

College-bound high school 
students can take the ACT As- 
sessment on April 8, the next na- 
tionwide test date. The registra- 
tion postmark deadline is March 
3. Late registration postmark 
deadline is March 17. 

Students can receive registra- 
tion and fee information from 
their high school guidance coun- 
selors or they can register online 
at www.actstudent.org. The 
website also features test tips, 
practice tests, online test prep 
and a database for students to 
find out if a prospective college 
requires a writing score. 

ACT scores are accepted by 
virtually all colleges and univer- 
sities in the nation, including all 
Ivy League schools.

Greek Myth Revival Becomes 
New Musical at Arts Center

The new musical “Per- 
seus and the Gorgon,” writ- 
ten and directed by Chris 
Cherry and performed by a 
talented group of teenagers, 
opened at Greenbelt Arts 
Center on Friday, February 
17 to an appreciative audi- 
ence. 

There was much for the 
whole family to enjoy, with 
witty dialog and humor de- 
livered very well by the 
young cast and songs rang- 
ing from the clever lyrics of 
“Off to see the Oracle” and 
“Here in the Hallowed Hall 
of Handsome Heroes.” 
These songs and some 
beautiful lyrical numbers 
were expertly accompanied 
by Stefan Brodd on piano 
and Jeff Morisette on per- 
cussion. 

A previous version of the 
musical, the enjoyable 
“Snakehead and Stoneface,” 
was performed last summer 
by the Creative Kids Camp 
as a narrated story with 
songs. The new version fea- 
tures more songs and dialog 
to replace the narration and 
includes costumes and props 
as well. 

While some of the danc- 
ing was a little self-con- 
scious and the singing a 
little weak at first, there was 
no denying the talent of the 
young performers and the 
hard work put into produc- 
ing the show. 

Annie Loutsch displayed 


a beautiful singing voice as 
Queen Danaé, Mason Trappio 
was a charismatic Dactys and 
the engaging Perseus (lan 
Brown-Gorrell) and_ the 
Gorgon (Elise Flynn) showed 
particularly good acting skills. 
Dayna Burrows and Cody 
Sanders also did a good job 
as Queen Cassiopeia and 
King Acrisius. And the un- 
derground rock band of 
moles is not to be missed! 

The story involves two 
kingdoms and two royal ba- 
bies: a princess who disap- 
pears shortly after birth and a 
prince who is shipwrecked and 
raised as a fisherman’s son. 
The Gorgon is a monster so 
hideous that the mere sight of 
it turns people to stone and 
Perseus sets out on a quest to 
slay it, armed with three magi- 
cal gifts he must use in unex- 
pected ways in order to suc- 
ceed. 

Cherry shows remarkable 
talent in keeping the entire 
audience amused and en- 
thralled, from adults to the 
youngest child. He manages 
to take a sometimes grisly 
tale from Greek mythology 
and give it a romantic, magi- 
cal ending, leaving the audi- 
ence humming “Life is Beau- 
tiful’” as they head home after 
the show.

Public Financing Assistance — 


Tax Incremental Financing 


This article is the fifth in a series to ensure that Greenbelt 
residents are aware of the development and redevelopment pro- 
posals being considered for Greenbelt West. Greenbelt West is 
that area of the city west of Kenilworth Avenue, east of the 
Metrorail tracks and between the Capital Beltway and 
Greenbelt Road. 

This week’s article is about the use of public financing assis- 
tance and in particular, tax increment financing. 

In the discussions related to the proposed development at 
Greenbelt Station and the redevelopment of Springhill Lake, the 
city was asked whether it would be willing to provide financial 
assistance to make the proposals a reality. In both cases, the 
discussions have centered on the use of tax increment financing 
or TIF. Public financial assistance on large scale developments 
is not an uncommon practice nationwide and has been done be- 
fore in Greenbelt. Sometimes, assistance is offered in exchange 
for concessions on a project. Other times, it serves as an incen- 
tive to generate interest in an area that needs redevelopment. 

When Greenway Center and the Maryland Trade Center office 
park were proposed in the 1980s, the City of Greenbelt provided 
financial assistance for the construction of the public roads to 
serve the area — Hanover Parkway, Greenway Center Drive and 
Hanover Drive. The assistance took the form of bonds that were 
sold by the city and paid off by the property owners. This 
saved the property owners money because the bonds were mu- 
nicipal bonds making them tax-exempt and providing a lower 
interest rate than commercial bonds. In exchange, the property 
owners agreed to annex to the city along with other concessions. 

In the early 1990s, the city was seeking to have the original 
buildings in Roosevelt Center upgraded and the parking lots 
improved. An agreement was reached with the buildings’ owner 
to again sell tax-exempt municipal bonds that would be paid off 
by the owner. The proceeds went to upgrading the buildings 
including the facades and roofs. In exchange, the owner gave 
the city a facade easement to protect the exterior of the build- 
ings and used a portion of the proceeds to help pay for improv- 
ing the parking lots which are city owned. 

The developers of Greenbelt Station have sought and the city 
has agreed to provide public financial assistance to construct the 
public road which will run north and south through the entire 
property from Greenbelt Road to the Greenbelt Metro Station. 
As before, the city will sell municipal tax-exempt bonds, but in- 
stead of the bonds being paid off by the developer, they will be 
paid off by taxes generated by the increased value of the prop- 
erty in Greenbelt Station. The increased value, or tax increment, 
will occur as the property develops and buildings are built. If 
the increased value is not sufficient to pay the debt on the 
bonds, the property owners have agreed to allow the city to 
place a special tax on the property to make up the difference. 
Existing residents are not responsible for any of these costs. In 
exchange, the developers gave the city the right to approve the 
site plans for the Greenbelt Station development, agreed to pe- 
tition annexation to the city of the South Core area (the old 
Smith sand and gravel operation) and made numerous other con- 
cessions including recreation amenities. 

A similar public financial assistance arrangement has been 
raised by AIMCO, the owners of Springhill Lake, to pay for the 
rebuilding of the roadway network within Springhill Lake. Dis- 
cussions are very preliminary at this time. No commitments have 
been made by the city.
